THE RAILROAD BOOM. 


Indications of Other Large Enterprises 
Which Win Affect the West. 


We learn from reliable sources, says 
the Ogden Pilot, of activity on the 
part of the Central Pacific Company 
in planning for future lines of com- 
munication, which shows that the 
company has not been idle in matters 
pertaining to new routes. At Corinne 
a party of surveyors, with their team: 
and all necessary camp equipage anc 
instruments, have rendezvoused an“ 
are getting ready to start upon a pr?- 
liminary survey for a new route east. 
Another party of surveyors reached 
Ogden to-day and will soon be on th: 
march for their field of operations. 
The plan embraces that of a road fron 
a connection with the Central Paciti: 
at Corinne, or Ogden, to a connection 
with the Chicago & Northwestern ai 
Yankton, Dakota. This line will b. 
900 miles in length, passing through: 
a good country, with easy grades, ano 
forming a cannection with one of the 
best companies in the East. It is saic 
that u combination of the Central Pa- 
cific and the Chicago & Northwestern 
has been formed to build this connect - 
ing line, which will give the two road: 
athrough line. A party of surveyors 
have started from the eastern end of 
this line, which runs through North 
ern Nebraska, after crossing the Mis- 
Huri River at or near Yanktoa. I. 
appears that U. P. Huntington, of the 
Central Pacific Direetory, has been 
busy in perfecting his plans and that 
this new enterprise is only one of the 
extensive systems of new roads, ag- 
gregating several thousand miles in 
extent, which are to be built by this 
company. It looks as if their ↄpera- 
tions in raiiway building would be on 
a scale of equal maguitude with other 
similar schemes in the Great West. 

The Helena Independent says: 

Thomas L. Kimball and others, in 
behalt of the Union Pacific authori- 
ties, have filed in the office of the 
Secretary of the Territory articles of 
incorpogation for the construction of 
narrow gauge railroads in Montana as 
follows: 

Continuation of the trunk line of 
the Utah & Northern from Dillon, 
Beaverhead county, via Three Forks 
and Bedford, to Helena. 
A branch line from Gallatin City to 
the Yellowstone National Park. 
A branch from Helena to Sun River 
and Fort Benton. 
Continuation of the Butte branch to 
Deer Lodge and Missoula and also to 
Walkerville. 
Add these to the Northern Pacific, 
and possibly a branch from the U. P. 
from Granger iato the Territory, and 
it begins to look as if the railroad 
boom had struck Montana in good 
earnest. |

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IRRIGATION. 
A Carson Man Tries his Rand at Invent- 
ing an Improved Method, 

John Asberry, a man who has a 
little ranch on the suburbs of Carson, 
towards Swift Springs, has been un- 
ible to secure water to irrigate hi- 
lind, and has finally solved the 
problem independent of anybody. The 
‘arson Appeal says he dug a well 
thirteen feet deep and struck two veins 
of pure cold water. He then built 
a windmill at an expense of $40 whic! 
»umps 7,000 gallons of water upon hi- 
iand every 24 hours, The windmill i 
built entirely upon a new plan, and 
. caveat has already been filed prepar- 
‘tory to securing a patent. The 
windmill consists of four boards about 
seven feet loag fastened to long arm: 
projecting from an axle. The wind 
acts on the affair just as water acts on 
an overshot wheel. The wind onl; 
trikes the upper part of the wheel. 
the lower part being inclosed by a 
board fence. Ina slight breeze the 
mill makes about twenty revolutions 
ver minute, but in a good stiff gale i 
flies so fast that a sliding board must 
he raised to shut off the wind: Th. 
wheel is connected with the plunger 
f the pump, and the water flows in a 
steady stream. The mill runs briskly 
when sume of the big mills costing 
$250 do not move, The success of 
this scheme would solve the problem 
of irrigation in Nevada. Any man could 
sink his well and erect his mill of 
rough lumber, and have his field irri- 
gated with an expense of $50, with 
bis water-flow perpetual.

Another Eminent Surgeon's Fears. 
New Yorg, Aug. 18. 
Dr. J. M. Camochan, the well- 
known surgeon of this city, is reported 
as saying this afternoon: I am afraid 
that local causes as well as constitu- 
tional influences, are producing the ir- 
ritability of the President’s stomach, 
to an extent greater than might be 
supposed to be produced by mere dys- 
pepsia.
